Says Substituting Word "Treaty 


For Word "Agreement" is a 
Blow at General Arbitration—He 
Addressed a Letter to Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 11.—President 
rtoosovolt. has addressed a letter to 
Senator Cullom. chairman of the com- 
mittee on 
foreign 
relations. stating 
that the action of that committee In 
amending the arbitration treaties by 
substituting for the word "Ajiri'oiiient" 
the word "Treaty" Is. In lily opinion, 
not a Btep forward but n step back- 
word. If the word "Treaty" Is sub- 
stituted, the treaties would amount to 
a specific announcement against 
the 


whole principle of a general arbitration 
treaty. The president also says that 
If, In the judgment of the president, 
an amendment 
nullifies 
a 
proposed 
treaty. It seems to him that It Is no 
less clearly his duty to refrain from 
endeavoring to secure a ratification of 
the amended treaty. 


The letter Is as follows: 


The White House. Washington, Feb. 


10. 1905. 


My Dear Senator 
Cullom:—I 
learn 


that the senate committee on foreign 
relations has reported the arbitration 


treaties to the senate amending them 
by substituting for the word "Agree- 
ment" In the second article the word 
"treaty." The effect of the amendment 
Is to make It no longer possible, as be- 
tween KM contracting p.irtk-s, to sub- 
mit any matter whatever to arbitra- 
tion without nmt obtaining a special 
treaty to cover the case. This will rep- 
resent not a step forward but a step 
backward.

ANOTHER COLLISION WITH THE 


MILITIA. 


liEHLlN, - Feb. 
11— According to 


press despatches from Kakkoiwlz. Rus- 
sian I'alond. a colllflon occurred be- 
tween 15,000 strikers and the military 
at the Russian station at 
Kkarzysko.
